A. J. Flood was appointed secretary 
treasurer at a salary of $360, on a mo¬ 
tion by Dewie. A motion by Stack 
was carried that William Watt be ap¬ 
pointed townman, deputy health offi¬ 
cer, constable and poundkeeper at a 
salary of $1200 & year. 

A motion by Spooner that Dr. Car- 
son be appointed health officer at a 
salary of $100 a year was also carried.

DEMAND FOR NATIONAL BANK 

We’ have lately seen a pamphlet 
issued by the Canadian Banking Asso¬ 
ciation dealing, with the demand for a 
national or a provincial bank, which 
is apparently being'made mainly in 
agricultural circles in the West, a de¬ 
mand which has not received any en¬ 
couragement from the provincial gov¬ 
ernment. 

The pamphlet in question is mod¬ 
erately worded and its arguments 
seem sound, though naturally in read¬ 
ing it one must bear in mind that it is 
in the nature of a special plea on 
behalf of the existing system of 
banks. It ^points out, and gives -fig¬ 
ures in support of its contention, that 
the Commonwealth Bank of Australia, 
which has been used by the supporters 
of the national bank scheme as an ar¬ 
gument in its favor, is not really what 
it is evidently thought by such sup¬ 
porters to be. Its business is almost 
wholly done with governments and it 
does not do much business with private 
individuals. It is not a means of pro¬ 
viding ample supplies of cheap money 
to all and sundry. 

The feeling behind this demand is 
that the existing banks are not lend¬ 
ing freely enough to individuals and 
are making large profits which the 
State might secure if it created a 
national bank. As to the making of 
profits by the State, this is an argu¬ 
ment which might be applied to any 
successful industry. It is not neces¬ 
sarily an unsound argument, but those 
who advance it would do well to study 
the history of state trading enter¬ 
prises generally. It is to be feared 
that the failures considerably out¬ 
number the successes, especially irt 
democratic countries. The incentive 
to large jpmmercial enterprises would 
be considerably lessened if the prin¬ 
ciple became at all generally estab¬ 
lished that as soon as any such enter¬ 
prise was well establihed and pros¬ 
perous, a demand should be made for 
its being taken over by the satiate in 
the interests of sections of the public 
who were less successful in their 
sphere of work. That, however, is 
simply one phase of the perennial 
problem of state as against private 
enterprise, and outside the range of 
this question. 

It is to be feared that much of this 
agitation proceeds from false assump¬ 
tions. Times are bad. Capital is 
scare. We are all much poorer than 
‘ before the war. There is a tendency 
for everyone to suspect that some other 
trade, or calling, or enterprise than 
his own is responsible for this im¬ 
poverishment by piling up undue pro¬ 
fits. The cry of "profiteer” is popular 
at present. To the ignorant and un¬ 
thinking the banks are an obvious ob 
ject for attack. They have heaps of 
money. Why should they not lend it 
freely in these days of scarcity? Let 
those who so argue remember that it 
is the main business of banks to lend 
money, and that they are only too 
ftlad to do so, but it is also their busi¬ 
ness to lend safely. Reckless lending 
loads to heavy losses and resulting 
insecurity. The last thing that is 
wanted in Canada is bank failure 
with their resultant destruction of the 
feeling of security in business. The 
United States in this respect is an ex¬ 
cellent object lesson of how not to do 
things. The bank failures there in 
1921 numbered 358. 

There is a curious belief held by 
quite a number of persons nowadays 
that they are entitled to borrow a ’ 
they want from some source or other 
and that they ought not to be hel l 
strictly to account in the matter o' 
repayment. There are far too man; 
persons who will cheerfully give a 
note in temporary satisfaction of their 
obligations, and when the times come 
for the note to be paid, regard any de 
mand for such payment as in th" 
nature of a personal insult dictate i 
by malice and avarice on the part o' 
the creditor. Of course, the result i • 
that such persons sooner or later dis¬ 
cover that they cannot get credit, tha' 
nobody will lend to them or trust 
them in any way. 


The further argument apparently 
advanced that more money should be 
created and put into circulation is an¬ 
other fallacy based on forgetfulness 
of the elementary fact that money is 
merely a medium of exchange with no 
intrinsic value of its own. A short 
study of European finance at the pre¬ 
sent time ought to cure any disinter¬ 
ested enquirer of this delusion. In 
fact, this is a time when we are bless¬ 
ed with a wonderful array of awful 
warnings outside our own country. 
There is hardly any unsound, ridicu¬ 
lous, or disastrous experiment in poli¬ 
tics or finance which has not been 
tried outside of Canada in the last few 
years. Let us realize that it is not 
any new and ingenious charalatan’s 
device that will restore our prosperity 
but hard work and strict economy, 
public and private. 

PRESENT SYSTEM IS BAD 

While in Winnipeg recently we en¬ 
tered into a discussion with a gentle¬ 
man who had made a very careful 
study of conditions in the grain busi¬ 
ness and it was his opinion that the 
cankering sore of the western farmers 
was the grain exchange and their 
methods of cheating the farmer of 
his rightful profits. He told of in¬ 
stances where farmers shipped good 
oats and got in return a price paid for 
tough oats, notwithstanding that no 
rain had fallen and oats should at 
least have graded No. 2 western. He 
also quoted instances of where No. I 
wheat had been shipped and upon ar¬ 
rival at Winnipeg was accepted as 
rejected and the farmer paid accord¬ 
ingly. This was a common occurrence 
and resulted in heavy losses to the 
individual farmer and enormous pro¬ 
fits to the grain buyers. He suggested 
that farmers should have witnesses as 
to quality of grain sold. It was the 
only safeguard. 

Notwithstanding the fact that there 
was harvested last year the biggest 
crop in years and with a good price be¬ 
ing quoted, yet farmers in Manitoba 
have only been able to pay 15% of 
their loans and only a small propor¬ 
tion of taxes have been paid, and im¬ 
plement companies and retail mer¬ 
chants have only been paid a small 
proportion of outstanding debts. The 
farmer has not the money and the 
question arises, where has the money 
for this huge crop gone ? The answer 
is the grain exchange. In the wagon 
load dump he said farmers received 
from 10 to 20 cents less on small de¬ 
liveries and he urged farmers to get 
together and ship their grain by the 
carload. In concluding his remarks 
he acknowledged a shocking waste of 
money by farmery in neglected imple¬ 
ments, careless farming methods and 
lack of co-operation among farmers 
in exterminating the gopher and hop¬ 
per pests. With reference to a Wheat 
Board he said any scheme along "the 
co-operative marketing line'should be 
adopted. It was the only system and 
as soon as the greedy tanticles of the 
grain exchange was loosened from 
the throat of the farmers the better 
for the dominion.

The best way to meet a deficit is not 
to devise new taxation but to devise 
new means of reducing expenditure. 
This is respectfully dedicated to the 
Manitoba and Alberta governments. 

A government need not have a maj¬ 
ority in parliament to do the right 
thing. If it proproses the right thing 
and is defeated it gets its opponents 
in wrong. 

Horace Greely said that the way to 
resume specie payment is to resume 
specie payment. The way to reduce 
expenditure is to reduce expenditure. 
Increasing taxation only aggravates 
it. 

Proportional representation may be 
all right but why do its advocates 
Wish to try it out on their opponents 
alone ? If it be such a boon why not 
confer it upon friends? 

Once a tax goes into operation it is 
likely to remain a fixture. The Coun¬ 
cil or the government, or whatever 
you choose to call it, can devise ex¬ 
penditure sufficient to make its main¬ 
tenance necessary, instead of devising 
economies to make its maintenance 
unnecessary.

Wiarton Echo: Before trading con¬ 
ditions in Canada can again become 
normal the manufacturers and labor 
unions have to come down from 1 their 
high horses, ahd stop talking this bosh 
that farm produce must come up. No 
one can bring it up, but the public can 
bring them down. This upward trend 
of prices must stop. Labor unions 
and manufacturers should be court- 
martialled if they are found guilty, 
What are we up against? Failures, 
depression in business generally, and 
all this is due to the high cost of pro¬ 
duction in manufactured goods. Un¬ 
fortunately the farmer censures the 
retailer for the whole thing. He thinks 
the poor retailer will not drop in his 
prices, while the retailer has about as 
much to do with these conditions as 
the wind. In returning to the manu¬ 
facturers we shall give one instance, 
and this one is enough. An auto top 
buggy, steel tires, will sell today for 
$140, while a No. 1 driver can be 
bought for $100 or less. Years ago, 
in the days of farm prosperity, this 
driver sold from $125 to $150, while 
a buggy could be bought for $75. Con¬ 
ditions have just become reversed, and 
as prosperity must come from the sale 
of farm products, and not from manu¬ 
factured goods, the manufacturer 
must sit up and pay attention 

Calgary Albertan: The province of 
Alberta went behind almost two mil¬ 
lion dollars last year.^_Jhe deficits for 
the last two years have-exceeded four 
million dollars There has been a 
regular procession of deficits for th« 
last eight or 10 years, but the deficits 
of the past two years have exceeded 
those of past years. These facts are 
contained in the public accounts of the 
province, which were presented to the 
Alberta legislature on Wednesday. 
There is no indication in the accounts 
of anything better. The government is 
not preparing to introduce any new 
taxation which will bring in much re¬ 
venue. There is a general impression 
that the government has gone almost 
to the limit of taxation. The attack 
must be made on the expenditure. The 
expenditure last year was about $600,- 
000 higher than in the preceding year. 
This increase came entirely from one 
item, which was the public debt, the 
interest on which increased by $850,- 
000. That is an uncontrollable expen¬ 
diture, and at this date cannot well be 
decreased 1 . In the other items of ex¬ 
penditure the government made a 
small saving. The first problem for 
the government is to bring the expen¬ 
diture within the revenue. Until that 
is done there cannot be very much pro¬ 
gress. The public seems to be very 
much in the humor to get behind the 
government in any form of curtail¬ 
ment of expenditure that it may un¬ 
dertake. 

A woman asks a Toronto paper who 
should pay the tax on receipts and 
charges that a law firm there refused 
to give her a receipt unless she paid 
for the two-cent stapip. Our answer 
is that the man\rtfo gets the money 
should pay for ithe stamp. We stand 
prepared to back it up and elect to be 
tried by our debtors. 

Geo. Spence, the member of the 
Saskatchewan Legislature who coined 
the phrase, “This is the day of the 
chore boy on the farm and not the 
cowboy on the ranch,” got off another 
one just as good when he said at a 
dairymen’s convention at Saskatoon: 
"It is practically impossible to make 
a success on a cowless, sowless, hen- 
less farm.”

Cause of Huge Deficit Says Pre¬ 
sident H. W. Wood, U.F.A. 


C. P. R. President in An Address Says 
Canada Needs More Than Nine 
Million People to Support It 


That the condition of the provin¬ 
cial government so far as the annual 
receipts were concerned, wae an accu¬ 
rate reflection of the condition of the 
taxpayers of the province; was the 
opinion expressed by H. W. Wood, 
president of the United Fanners of 
Alberta, to a Herald reporter regard¬ 
ing the financial deficit announced by 
the government. “The government 
depends on the collection of taxes for 
its revenue, 


Referring to the development of 
Canada at the 1923 conference of the 
Rotary clubs, President E. W. Beatty 
said: 

“Canada needs more capital for its 
development and more men for the 
same purpose. Everyone Seems to 
know this except those in authority. 
It has been suggested that because of 
certain economic conditions which 
exist In different parts of the country 
that the encouragement of more peo¬ 
ple to enter this country would be a 
nuit^p. To me the necessity is so 
obviously with us that the problem is 
not now an adaptable one. We either 
believe in this cejjntry or we do not. 
If we believe in it we know that it can 
support more than nine million people, 
and that; it will require more than nine 
million people to support it We know 
also that capital is required to help in 
its development, and that capital can 
only be provided frem two sources, 
one through interesting foreign in- 

and the ot her, relatively 
midi, by interesting our own people 
n he country's natural wealth and 
industrial prospects. The first can be 
accomplished by bringing the mani¬ 
fold opportunities of this country to

said Mr. Wood. “When 
the people are tillable to pay their 
taxes, the government is unable to 
collect. General conditions of unpro¬ 
fitable production. Intensified by con¬ 
tinued drought in certain sections, is 
the cause of the condition of the tax¬ 
payers. The condition of the taxpay¬ 
ers, and our inability to realize on 
optimism, is the cause of the govern¬ 
ment’s inability to collect some three 
or four million dollars that were need¬ 
ed. The heavy indebtedness of the 
province, and the Increasing rate of 
interest, makes the situation a difficult' 
one to deal with,” he said. Mr. Wood 
remarked that the necessity of eco¬ 
nomy needed no discussion. “If the 
most rigid economy practised by the 
individual, the community, the class, 
the town, the city, on up to the gov¬ 
ernment, can save us from a breaking- 
up process we will be fortunate. Of 
course, the government must deal with 
the situation in the most serious man¬ 
ner, taking drastic measures if neces¬ 
sary. But the government alone can¬ 
not meet the situation. Every man 
and every district has a responsibility 
just as great as that of the govern¬ 
ment. If we all pull together we may 
get somewhere; if we all knock apart, 
we will probably get somewhere 
else,’’ said the president of the farm¬ 
ers’ organization.

At the rate at which it has been

Three year wheat tests carried on 
by the Department of Field Husban¬ 
dry, University of Alberta, have evi¬ 
dently resulted in the discovery of a 
high producer. The test in 1920 gave 
49 bushels to the acre for Marquis and 
59 for the new variety. In 1921 the 
yield was 41 and 50 bushels respec¬ 
tively, while in 1922 it was 26 and 35, 
showing that in each year the new 
strain far exceeded the yield of the 
well-known Marquis wheat. 

R. C. Harvey’s Southern Alberta 
lambs, finished in Fort William on 
grain screenings and hay, are topping 
the Toronto market. Mr. Harvey 
made his initial test last year of ship¬ 
ping lambs to the head of the Lakes 
and using cheap grain screenings from 
the terminal elevators as feed.

He is 
repeating the performance this year, 
only he has 10,000 head of lambs for 
sale instead of 7,000.
